Postmaster Ben L McFarlan desires 
to call attention to the p ractice of 
some p atrons 
of 
rural deliv ery of 
p lacing loose coins in their box es each 
time they disp atch letters, instead of 
sup p ly ing themselv es with p ostage in 
adv ance of their needs. 
The p ractice 
imp oses undue hardship s on rural car­ 
riers in 
remov ing loose coin from 
box es and delay s them on the serv ice 
of their routes. 
The p ostmaster therefore, urgently 
requests that p atrons of rural deilv ery 
p rov ide themselv es and keep on hand 
a sup p ly of stamp s consistent with and 
in adv ance of their needs. 
It is also 
v ery desirable that rural p atrons p lace 
in their mail box es small detachable 
cup s of wood or tin in whioh to p laoe 
coins, when necessary in p urchasing 
sup p lies of stamp s as it p rov es quite a 
conv enience to the carriers, esp ecially 
in cold weather.

Sh o w n by Large Dividends Paid by 
Cotton Industry. 
New Bedford cotton mills iu 1007 
p aid stockholders 
the largest div i­ 
dends In the history of this industry . 
Eighteen corp orations, with a cap ital 
of less than $19 ,000,000, distributed 
$2,57 8 ,27 0 in div idends, an av erage of 
13.7 3 p er cent. 
Last y ear the av erage 
rate was 8 .9 2 p er cent. 
These figures indicate the p ossibil­ 
ities ahead of the Ox ford mills now 
being equip p ed in Massachusetts to 
manufacture linen. 
This is the first 
time the linen making industry has 
been established on a commercial basis 
in the United States. 
Besides the usu­ 
al linen fabrics, the new mills, using a 
recently p erfected p rocess of reclaim­ 
ing the linen fiber from flax , will p ro­ 
duce a number of by p roducts of great 
industrial imp ortance in themselv es. 
These are sav oil, an absorbent ma­ 
chinery 
waste; ox olint and ox olite 
gauze for surgical p urp oses, for which 
linen is, of course, greatly sup erior to 
cotton; a linen gun fiber, the imp or­ 
tance of which can be judged from the 
fact that 400 tons of gun cotton are 
now made daily , and a p ap er p ulp 
which is made from the shiv e, or 
woody p art of the flax straw. 
This 
has heretofore been wasted, although 
from it can be made the v ery best 
quality of rag p ap er. 
Not only *sv ill the new p rocess enable 
the Ox ford mills to add all these by ­ 
p roducts to its business, but by this 
method the seed crop can be harv ested 
before the flax straw is turned* ov er 
to the linen makers.

Rushv ille last night for ev il sp irits 
of ev ery descrip tion filled the 
sir. 
There was more ex citement here to 
the square inch than there has been 
since the day s of the Knights of the 
Golden Circle. 
From the time of the 
first rep ort that short charge men were 
doing the town, then rep eated stories 
of robberies and the sharp crack of 
p istols on the 
midnight air, until 
three o’^ock this morning, when a 
terrific ex p losion was heard, like the 
blowing up of a safe, ex citement ran 
high. 
A Kentucky town, with the “ night 
riders’’ shooting up the p lace, would 
ap p ear as a Sunday school p ionic com­ 
p ared to the strenuous hours sp ent by 
the officers in Ruehv iile last night. 
Sp ecial dep uties were sworn in and 
the city thoroughly sconred, but no 
trace of the thiev es was found, for 
they seemed to be omnip resent and 
working ev ery where. 
Early in the ev ening two men, one 
inclined to be heav v set and the other 
a slender fellow, both wearing soft, 
dark shirts, were in a number of busi­ 
ness houses try ing to work an old 
“ short change gag,’’ mafiing a small 
p urchase, p roducing a ten dollar bill 
in p ay ment, and then switching the 
ten for a one dollar bill. 
They tried 
the game on Eddie Barrett at the 
Windsor bar. Ed Pitman at Ly tle’s 
drug store and Bob Lucas at the Elk’s 
bar, but were unsuccessful as often as 
they tried it. 
The first attemp ted burglary on the 
schedule was about ten-thirty o’clock, 
when Rich Wilson, liv ing on the cor­ 
ner of Main and Fourth streets, heard 
some one in the kitchen of his home, 
the marauder hav ing bump ed into a 
sewing 
machine, 
up setting 
same. 
Wilson did not hav e any firearms, but 
p icked up a hatchet as he went into 
the kitchen. 
He arriv ed there just in 
time to see the p rowler leav e through 
a rear window. 
Earl Churchill, who 
liv es at the Wilson house, was awak­ 
ened by the noise and stir and came 
up on the scene in time to fire a shot— 
a p arting salute— at the fleeing fel­ 
low, bnt it went wide of the mark. 
City Marshal Price was notified and 
was at the Wilson home within ten 
minutes. 
No trace of 
the 
burglar 
could be found, although Eddie McKee 
saw him run up an alley in the rear of 
the Wilson house. 
It was hardly twenty minutes after­ 
wards when the most ex citing incident 
of the night occurred. 
Frank Wolcott, 
the druggist, who liv es one block iast 
of Wilson on 
Fourth street, heard 
someone in his home and on Institu­ 
ting an inv estigation found two men 
in the diningroom. 
Op ening a swing­ 
ing door which led to the dining room 
he was startled to find two men stand­ 
ing there, one with a 
p istol in his 
hand. 
Wolcott braced his foot against 
the door when one of the 
fellows 
shouted, “ Let him hav e it,” and the 
nex t instant a bullet came crashing 
through the door within a few inches 
of Wolcott’s head. He beat a hasty re­ 
treat to the front p art of the house and 
the 
burglars 
made 
a quick ex it. 
Nothing of any v alue was taken. 
With a daringness and boldness that 
marked their desp eration, they 
a t­ 
temp ted 
to gain entrance into the 
Moffett home a few doors to the south 
a few minutes afterwards. 
Nex t they 
turned their attention to the office of 
the Warfield & Wilson table factory , 
which is directly in the rear of the 
Wolcott home. 
There they rifled the 
office from one end to the other bnt did 
not secure 
any thing of 
any v alue. 
They drop p ed a kerchief taken from 
the Wolcott home in the factory office. 
Gity Marshal Price was again sum­ 


moned and it is likely that while he 
was making an inv estigation of the 
Wolcott p remises the bold thiev es were 
then in the Warfield & Wilson office, 
bnt a few 'rods away . 
Now came the doleful sound of the 
fire alarm, and 
the whole heav ens 
were illuminated from a conflagration 
in the business p art of the city . 
The 
fire started in the Dav id Powell 
sa 
loon, and for a time it threatened to 
destroy the entire block comp rising 
the two liv ery 
stables, the 
Oap t. 
Gwinn residence and the saloon. 
This 
tended to add fuel to the flames of ex ­ 
citement, and many stories were rife 
to the effect that two strangers had 
been seen in the rear of the saloon 
building and that the fire 
was 
of 
incendiary origin. 
This is is believ ed 
to be a fact today by 
many p eop le, 
as }t is a common ruse used by burg­ 
lar!. 
After they start to work in a 
community , and are unfortunate in 
being discov ered in many p laces, for it 
serv es to arouse p eop le ami hav e their 
interest centered 
in one section of 
the city , while they resj) a harv est in 
another p art. 
Peop le usually 
rush 
out of their houses to a fire, leav ing 
them unlocked and easily accessible 
for burglars. 
While the fire was raging, the two 
thiev es worked 
diligently , entering 
many houses, but getting little or uo 
booty . 
The home of Lis Beav er in East 
Fifth street was entered, but the burg­ 
lars were frightend away . 
Mr. Beav er 
say s that he saw the fellows but did 
not hav e any weap on other than a 
drov er’s goad, and consequently he 
did not giv e chase. 
A t, the [home of James Gregg in 
North Harrison street, the p rowlers 
were scared way before they effected 
an entrnce. 
Many p eop le saw 'the burglar going 
from one p lace to another, but try as 
hard as he would, Oily Marshal Price 
could not get a line on the] fellows, 
for he wonld no sooner arriv e in one 
p art of the city until a telep hone call 
wonld come from another p art, telling 
of the additional work there. 
The 
officer was more than[anx ious to meet 
the fellows, and its goodjbetting that 
there wonld hav e been a general bom­ 
bardment before / h e ambulance was 
called. 
Night watchman 
Scanlan 
p atroled 
the down town district and kep t a 
sharp lookont lest the bold bmglars 
would attemp t 
to enter a jewelry 
store, hardware 
store or bank —the 
usual v ictims in such cases. 
Another home v isited by the un­ 
masked p urloiners was George Per­ 
kins, in North Arthur street. 
Noth­ 
ing of any v alae was taken. 
Many homes were v isited 
by the 
p rowlers, but they did not leav e their 
v isiting cards where they found it 
difficult to gain an entrance. 
At the home of Ed L. Beer, the jew ­ 
eler, in West Fifth street, they made 
away with an ov ercoat, a gold watch 
and some small trinklets. 
The watch 
belonged to James Barrett, the saloon 
keep er, and Mr. Beer was carry ing it 
to regulate it. 
Mrs. Beer heard the 
burglars in the house but thought it 
was her husband and called out ask­ 
ing what he was doing. 
In another 
instant she heard a window close and 
it was the first inkling that she had 
that there were unwelcome guests in 
the domicile. 
A number of p eop le were of the 
op inion that the fellows made a “ get­ 
away ** out of the city on a freght 
train which left hereabout two o’clock 
but this is not a fact as 
the Beer 
robbery occurred at an early hour this 
morning. 
While Nightwatchman Scanlan was 


in keep ing of the business district and 
Oity Marshal Price with a few sworn 
dep uties followed in the wake of the 
burglars, Officer Pea [kep t his ey e 
skinned in the we6t end of the city 
and p aroled the railroad y ards. 
Oity Marshal Price had the train 
disp atchers of the I. & O. to keep in 
touch with all out-going traction cars, 
and furnish the conductors with a de­ 
scrip tion of the susp ects. 
That they could carry on their work 
for sev eral hours without detection 
and then leav e the city without being 
oorralei is little short of miraculous, 
for a net was thrown around the en­ 
tire 
district 
where they op erated, 
and a good fourth of the city ’s p >p ula- 
tion was out to the fire and turned in 
as thief hunters afterwards. 
Officer 
Pea was within a [half block of the 
Perkins home when it was entered and 
City Marshal Price was, in nearly 
each instance within a few blocks of 
the base of op eration 
About three o’clock this morning 
the rep ort of a terrific ex p losion rent 
the air. awakening many p eop le in 
the business section of the city , aud 
at once the cry went np that a bank 
had been robbed. 
This brought many 
p eop lejout again, but an inv estigation 
failed to [throw 
any light 
on the 
my sterious ex p losion, 
Early y esterday ev ening, Fon Riggs, 
the hardware merchant, ov erheard a 
bit 
of 
conv ersation 
between 
two 
strangers, who were acting in a Tather 
my sterious 
manner, 
and 
from the 
inkling he caught from their conv er­ 
sation in p assing he concluded that 
they were bent up on robbery . 
It is 
said that 
the officers hav e gained 
from this their only clue which they 
hop e will result in bearing fruit. 
Mr. 
Riggs notified Nightwatchman Scan­ 
lan to b8 on the lookont, lest the 
fellows would attemp t to enter some 
of the business houses. 
Many stories of attemp ted, bnt un ­ 
successful, robberies occup y the boards 
today . 
One story , 
which could not 
be v erified, is told to the effect that 
one of the firemen in running to the fire 
ramo up on two men near the mouth 
of an alley on Perkins street, 
and 
when he hollowed to them asking the 
location of the fire, he receiv ed for 
a rep ly , a shot from a p istol. 
Anoth­ 
er story goes that Max Wallace, son of 
W. E Wallace, was shot at as he came 
running to the fire. 
Nev er before in the history of Rush­ 
v ille was there such a night. 
Ev ery 
few minutes brought rep orts of tire ac­ 
tiv ity of the burglars. 
The Windsor 
hotel was used as p olice headquarers, 
and Landlord John Freeman answered 
the p hone with the receiv er in one 
hand an 1 a p istol in the other. 
And 
he was as busy as any hello girl who 
ev er handled a board. 
What made it 
all the more ex citing was the fact that; 
the men were shooting, and taking no 
chances of cap ture. 
This is a mark of 
the amateur, desp erate burglar, for a 
p rofessional will nev er shoot ontil he 
is driv en to it, and many of them 
carry a dirk instead of a gun, for they 
figure that they will only fight when 
cornered, and often the rep ort 
of a 
p istol has cansed arrests to follow, as 
it attracts attention. 
Those who p aroled the streets and 
alley s all the night, heav ed a sigh of 
relief when Old Sol p eep ed np his 
smiling countenance ov er the bills in 
the east.

J. W. Gwiun was ou 
fire[and The entire block was threat­ 
ened with destruction by the confla­ 
gration.

building escap ed without injury , but 
had a harrowing ex p erience, as he had 
to fight his way through the flames 
and smoke. 
The fire is sup p osed to 
be of incendiary origin and many are 
of the op inion that it was started by 
the burglars who were working the 
oity . 
The firemen were congratulated on 
all sides for their quick action and 
v aliant serv ice.

The Treasurer will not be responsible for the penalty and eharsres on Delinquent Tax es resulting from any omission of the person pay ing to state definitely on vrnat 
property , in whose name and in what township or corporation it was assessed. 
I’eriitins owing Delinquent Tax es should pay them at once. The late law is of such character that there is no option left the Treasurer but to enforce the collection of 
delinquent tax es, however much he may regret t<) collect the same, by sale of property . 
The owner of property on the first day of March In any y ear, sha ll, be liable for the tax es of that y ear. The purchaser of property on the first day of March shah be 
considered as owner on tnat day .—See. 108. 
- ^ All the property , both personal and real, situated in any county , shall be liable for the pay ment of all tax es, penalties, interests and costs to the 
o w n e r s thereof, in 
county , and no partial pay ment of such tax es, penalties interests or costs shall discharge or release any part or portion of such property until the whole be pa id; whicb lien shall 
in no wise be affected or destroy ed by any sale or transfer of any such personal property — Sec. #44, R » . 
The Treasurer has no option in rebating the penalty on tax es allowed to go delinquent. Tax pay ers are particularly notified that all Road Tax is 
due and pay able with the first installment. No County Orders will be paid to persons owing Delinquent Tax es, and all parties are warned against 
bay ing the same. 
The annual sale of Delinquent Lands and Lots will take place on the Second Monday in February , 19C8.
